in criticism of those vhpse ability and foresight have enabled 
them to go to the frotil in the great business enterprise of the 
time. 


That the power of wealth is sometimes abused is true. There 


is a well grounded feeling dial it makes itself felt in legislation 
ant! in monopoly, and viler; such abuses arise they should be 
suppressed with all the power at the command of a free peo- 


ple. 
But the possession of we:-.lih is not in itself a crime, and 


when so much of it is used for the good of the public if is 
proper to remember that the accumulation of large fortunes is 
not an unmitigated evil. Wealth has its uses as well as its 
abuses, and that ihe former so far outnumber the latter is to 
the credit of the men whose ability enables them to accumulate 
it through honorable business methods.
